Im politics and/or the public service, it’s nice to 
see something nice happen to a nice guy. 

That's the feeling I received last month when 
John Feikens was confirmed by the United States 
Senate as a federal judge. 

Judge Feikens has been there before. He served 
briefly as a federai judge by interim annointment 
of President Eisenhower, but then had to be 
reappointed again by President Kennedy to keep 
the job. President Kennedy, too, appointed 
Feikens, but the Senate refused to confirm him. 

The late Sen. McNamara led the opposition to 
Feikens, and as senior senator from Michigan, 
McNamara succeeded in blocking Feikens’ 
confirmation. 

But now, President Nixon has bestowed the 
honor again, and John Feikens certainly will be a 
credit to the bench. 

Feikens came into Michigan Republican politics 
during the first Eisenhower campaign, fo those 
many years ago. He became Michigan Republican 


~>~Party. chairman, and was in the advance guard of 


the moderate movement within the Republican 
party long before i¢ was fashionable — or popular 
~ to be a Republican moderate. 


Those were the days, too, when a statewide 
elected Renublican official was about as scarce as 


modesty at a rock festival — even more scarce 
today. Feikens’ iob was to hold the party together, 
and build 3 base for future strength. Under the 
circumstances, he did his political job well enough. 


McNamara’s resentment to Feikens grew out of 
1954 campaign when McNamara fought tooth and 
naif to win — and Feijkens fought just as hard for 
his defeat. NcNamara’s revenge came almost a 
decade iater when he blocked Feikens permanent 
appointment to the federal bench. 


After his entry into state’politics, John Feikens 
usually was found in the close circle of those 
around the moderate leadership of the Republican 
parcy, such as Paul Bagwell and George Romney 
when they were candidates for governor. 


Romney picked Feikens and another Detroit 
attorney whe also is now a federal judge ~ Damon 
Keith — as co-chairmen of the first constitutional 
Michigan Civil Rights Commission after adoption 
of the 1963 constitution. Judges Feikens and 
Keith — of opposite political parties and different 
races — did an outstanding job of leading the 
policy formulajion of the first civil rights 
commission in its important formative first years: 


It was a bit sad, then, to read that Feikens’ 
nomination was opposed in the Senate judiciary 
committee by a couple of objectors who found

fault with Feikens’ espousai of parochiaid here in 
Michigan. Feikens was indeed one of the early and 
staunch opponeits Gf zccontly-sdented Proposal 
Cc. 


A spokesman for the Council Against Parochiaid 
Objected to Feikens sitting on the federal bench 
because he expressed “grave doubts that Feikens 
can Hve up to the letter and intent of the 
Constitution when and if cases might be bDrougtit 
before him” concerning public aid to parochial 
schools. 


Fortunately, the committee and the Senate paid 
scant heed to such objection, and Feikens won 
early and unanimous approval. 


The objectic-n, however, does point up the 
depth of feeling held by many who were deeply 
involved in the Proposal C fight in Michigan. The 
feelings continue to go deep in both directions = 
which is extremely unfortunate, and ill-advised for 
the public good.

Paragraph (2) of Section 4 of 
Ordinance #70-2, as amended 
by Ordinance #70-2A:is hereby 
amended:to read as follewaimnd 
paragraph “-(3),8%ar"!

(2) NO Snowmobile may be 
operated on or cross Michigan 
Avenue from Norway to the 
County Road, except to cross 
Michigan at Plum Street and 
at the County Road. 

No Snowmobile may be oper- 
ated on or cross James Street. 

No Snowmobile may be oner- 
ated on or cross Cedar Streui; 
provided however, that crossing 
of Cedar at Citawa for service, 
after stopping and when traffic 
is clear, is permitted. 

Crossing of streets at railroad 
track intersections is permiss- 
ible. : 

(3) The City Council is hereby

Parochiaid Old Issue 


If you have the feeling the bat- 
tle over state aid to parochial 
schools has been going on for 
quite a while, you’re even more 


right than you probably think. 
The issue is 117 years old in 


| Michigan. Despite passage of the 


constitutional amendment design- 
ed to kill off state aid to paro- 
chial schools, the issue appears 
destined to stay with us for some 


jtime. 


It first came ‘up in 1853, when 
Michigan Catholics asked for 
state money because they 
jthought public schools in the 
‘state were too Protestant in their 
j approach to things. 

They specifically objected to 
iremarks by the man who then 
j was serving as state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, Ira 
| Mayhew. He had given a lecture 
to the Legislature on public edu- 
cation sprinkled with phrases 
such as “‘We, the decendents of 


the Puritans.” 

* % * 
| Parochiaid isn’t the only mat- 
|ter of religion which has been 
batted back and forth, either. 

The Detroit Board of Educa- 
tion, back in 1842, banned the 
| reading of the Bible j in the city’s 
{schools. But three years later 
{the board changed its mind, 
largely under pressure from in- 
fluential Protestant leaders. 

When it acted in 1845, it al- 
lowed both the King James and 
j Douay versions io be read wi 
jout comment. 

Later on, in 1898, the Michigan 
Supreme Court upheld the use 
of a book in the Detroit schools 
entitled ‘‘Readings from the Bi- 
ble.” After the ruling, however, 
the board decided to withdraw 
the book from the schools any- 
way in December, 1898. 

* * 


In the 1920’s persons opposed 
to the existence of parochial 
schools attempted to have them 
abolished in the state. 

First in 1920 and again in 1924 
they attempted to add an amend- 
ment to the state constitution 
which would have required stu- 
dents to attend publie schools 
rather than private schools. 
Both times the proposal was de- 
feated by voters. 

Michigan's parochial schools 
did not get substantial state aid 
until the 1960s. In 1963 the Legis- 
lature provided for the transpor- 
tation of nonpublic school stu- 
dents in public school busses and 
in 1965 the state provided for 
nonpublic school students to re-

Increase Slows 
The enrollment of students ,in 
Michigan's public school systems 
is up again this year, but not 
by very much. 
Statistics drawn up by the 


State Education Department put; 


the official public school census 
for 1970-71 as 2,180,699, an in- 
crease of only 16,000 from last 
year. 

The rate of increase has been 
declining for several years as 
2 result in the slackening of the 
birth rate a few years ago. 

The enrollment figure produc- | 
ed by the census, incidentally, 
is only 1,301 students less than 
the state's budget bureau esti- 
mated earlier this year.

The department says traffic 
accident statistics for last year 
show 2,510 accidents involved 
mailboxes and 21 of them were 
fatal.
